SUMMER LANDSCAPING 
PROGRAM 


During the spring and summer months, under 
the general supervision of Blake Pratt 

of the Campus Development Office, several 
landscaping projects will be undertaken 

either to upgrade or to enhance the appearance 
of certain areas on campus. Of these “hard” 
(paving) and “soft” (grounds development) 
projects, undoubtedly the most important will 
be the provision of fire lanes around the 
residences of the Lister Hall complex. 


These access routes for fire engines and 
emergency vehicles have been a priority 
for some time and, now that funding is 
available for their construction, it is expected 
that the work will begin in the very near 
future. It is hoped that the 3.7 m wide 
asphalt surfaced lanes will be in place by 
the time of the Commonwealth Games in 
August when the Lister Hall complex will be 
used as the “Games Village”. 

Another perhaps more noticeable project 
to be undertaken this coming summer is 


the re-development of 89 Avenue to the west 
of the junction with 114 Street. At present, 
this area to the west of the Administration 
Building between University Hall, the 
Physical Education and Recreation Centre, and 
the Students’ Union Building is used as a 
pedestrian mall and has had its appearance 
enhanced by the placement of trees and 
shrubs in timber boxes. The mall, however, 
will be made considerably more attractive 

by the provision of a smaller paved way to 
accommodate pedestrians, service, and 
emergency vehicles. There will be grassy 
areas also shaded by a canopy of trees. 

In addition, immediately to the west of the 
junction of 89 Avenue with 114 Street, 

a more or less circular plaza is to be 
constructed and screened by shrubs and trees 
with benches discretely located around the 
plaza. At the centre of this plaza will be a 
fountain which will not only refresh 
passers-by in the summer months with its 
cool cascade but, as a work of sculptural art, 
will also act as a focus for what is, 
essentially, the main entrance to the University 


during our gelid northern winter. The whole 
area will also receive new lighting. 

The third major project to be undertaken 
by the Campus Development Office during 
the summer will be the upgrading of the 
sidewalks and landscape at the north end 
of Pembina Way. Also, at several places 
on campus, shrubbery screens will be set up 
to inhibit pedestrians who habitually avoid 
paved footpaths to save a few seconds in 
their journeys from one location to another, 
to the detriment of the lawns. 

These projects are a part of the continuing 
efforts made by the Office of the Vice- 
President (Planning and Development) and the 
Campus Development Office to make the 
University campus more attractive to its users 
and visitors. It is not expected that they 
will cause too much disruption or 
inconvenience to University students, 
personnel, or visitors during the summer.

Continuing English Program 
An innovative in-service program for English 
and Janguage arts teachers will be held at 
the University from 4 to 14 July. Aided by 
a ten thousand dollar grant\from the 
Board of Governors and planned jointly by 
members of the Faculties of ‘Arts, Education, 
Extension, and the Provincial Department 
of Education, the Continuing English Program 
is designed to provide professional 
development for teachers of all levels. 
Sessions will run from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
each day, and they will include both lectures 
and workshops. The approach will be 
practical and will include the preparation 
of materials for use in the classroom. At the 
elementary level, children’s writing and 
literature for children will be among the 
areas considered, and special attention will 
be paid to the Revised Elementary Language 
Arts Program. At the junior high level, 
special emphasis will be placed on an 
integrated approach to the language arts and 
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the new Junior High Language Arts 
Curriculum for Alberta. At the senior high 
level, the emphasis will be on the teaching 
of composition. 

Guest lecturers will include Bryant 
Fillion, Associate Professor, Ontario 
Institute for Studies in Education; 

Ron Jobe Teacher-Librarian and Learning 
Resources Consultant for the Edmonton 
Public School Board; and James Inglis, 
formerly the Principal Lecturer at Jordanhill 
College of Education, Glasgow. Instruction 
will also be provided by Language Arts 
Consu:tants from Alberta Education and by 
teachers in the local school system.
